SL-3 Surpasses Space Flight Record

The second Skylab mission
was recently given apptroval for
the first seven day continuation
beyond 28 days—the longest pre-
vious manned space flight.

Following the successful com-
pletion of the 28-day first Sky-
lab manned mission, a decision
was made by Dr. James Fletcher,

NASA Administrator, that con-
tinuation of Skylab beyond the
28-day duration would be made
for seven day periods.

Decisions for each seven day
increment would follow review
of the inflight medical data and
the recommendation of the
NASA Director for Life Sciences,

SI.-4 Crew
The Comet

NASA recently announced ten-
tative plans to observe the Comet
Kohoutek during the Skylab 4
mission which is planned for
launch on or about November 9
from the Kennedy Space Center.
The November date is the ori-
ginal planned launch date for
Skylab 4.

Instruments presently on
board Skylab provide a broad
capability for comet observations
over a range of spectral bands.
The observation of Kohoutek
will be part of a broad-scoped
overall plan being coordinated by
NASA’s Office of Space Sciences.

Observations by Skylab will
commence in mid-November and
continue until shortly before
mission completion now planned
for January 4, 1974. Recovery
will be in the mid-Pacific Ocean
300 nautical miles from Hawaii.

The plans are tentative, and
will be reviewed after comple-
tion of Skylab 3. If at that time,
there are technical reasons to
launch Skylab 4 earlier — to
minimize the length of time of
unmaned operations — then it
could not be possible to observe
the comet.

to Observe

Kohoutek

The possibility of delaying Sky-
lab 4 by about ten days beyond
November 9 will also be con-
sidered. This would allow ob-
servation of the comet until Jan-
uary 14 while it is receding from
the Sun.

The Comet Kohoutek was
identified earlier this year and
will be clearly visible from
Earth. It is expected to be the
brightest object in the night
sky except for the Moon in late
December and eatly January.
However, its most important
scientific characteristics can only
be determined through observa-
tion from above the filtering ef-
fects of the Earth’s atmosphere
where Skylab’s instruments are
built to operate.

Skylab’s Apollo Telescope
Mount instruments, designed to
obtain data on the Sun, will ob-
serve Kohoutek during jts near-
est proximity to the Sun late
in December.

NASA also deleted the re-
quirement to maintain the cap-
ability to launch the back-up
Skylab Workshop. Earlier plans
were to maintain this capability
through September 30.

The mid-term review has been
completed at JSC with partici-
pation of the medical Principal
Investigators, the Principal Co-
ordination Scientists, the Medic-
al Operations personnel and the
NASA Director for Life Sciences.

He had taken off from
the Angleton, Texas airport in
the BT-13 aircraft owned by the
Confederate Air Force.

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Scott Receives New Appointment

Colonel David R. Scott, astro-
naut, has been appointed Deputy
Director of NASA’s Flight Re-
search Center st Edwards, Calif-

ornia.

As a NASA astronaut, Colo-
nel Scott flew on Genini &, A-
pollo 9, and was spacecraft com-
mander of Apollo 15. After leav-
ing the astronaut corps in 1972,
Colonel Scott was named Tech-
nical Assistant to the Apollo
Program Manager at JSC.

Prior to accepting his new
position as Deputy Director of
Flight Research, Scott served as
Special Assistant for Mission
Operations and GFE (Govern-

ment Furnished Equipment) in
the Apollo Spacecraft Program
Office. He holds the rank of
Colonel in the United States Air
Force with over 5,300 hours of
flying time.

On the Gemini 8 mission in
1966, Scott and command pilot
Neil Armstrong performed the
first successful docking of two
vehicles in space. As command
pilot for Apollo 9 in 1969, Scott
was instrumental in completing
the first comprehensive earth-or-
bital qualification and verifica-
tion test of a “fully configured
Apollo spacecraft.”

In 1971, Colonel Scott com-

manded Apollo 15, which was
the fourth manned lunar landing
mission, and was the first to
visit and explore the moon’s
Hadley Rille and Apennine
Mountains.

Among Colonel Scott’s special
honors are two NASA Distin-
guished Service Medals, the
NASA Exceptional Service
Medals, the Air Force Distin-
guished Flying Cross, the Air
Force Association’s David C.
Schilling Trophy, and the Rob-
ert J. Collier Trophy for 1971.

Colonel Scott is matried to
the former Ann Lurton O,
of San Antonio. Texas. They have
two children.

Joseph  Cuzzupoli, division
vice-president of Production Op-
erations, in making the bid an-
nouncement said that “evalua-
tion of submitted bids will be
completed and the construction
contract awarded in November,”

The detailed facility imple-
mentation schedule is keyed to
support the start of site activa-
tion in October 1974 and the
building of Space Shuttle orbi-
ters. Roll out of the first orbiter,
for horizontal flight test, is
planned for the end of July,
1976.

In charge of the assembly and
checkout operations at Palmdale
is I. L. Smith, director of Final
Assembly Operations. The pro-
duction phase under Smith in-
cludes the final assembly mating
of the forward, mid, and aft
sections of the orbiter, plus the
wings, vertical tail and cargo

doors.

At the peak of Space Shuttle
production in 1976, approximate
ly 900 persons will be employ-
ed by Space Division at Palm-
dale. Build up to personnel will
start in mid 1974,

of the Diocese of Texas, the
Right Reverend J. Milton Rich-
ardson.

President Nixon sent a tele-
gram to congratulate the dedica-
tion ceremonies: ...l said when
signing the bill renaming the cen-
ter, that few men in our time
have better understood the value
of space exploration than Lyndon
Johnson. This ceremony faithfully
embraces the rugged determina-
tion and untiring leadership that
enables Americans to pioneer
space research for the benefit of
all mankind. It is with deepest
personal respect for his accom-
plishments and for the spirit that
evoked them that T express on
behalf of all our citizens my
warmest greetings to Mrs. John-
son and all who will be taking
part with her in this fitting
memorial.”

The Skylab 3 crew also
radiced congratulations to Mrs.
Johnson: . . . “The work in which
we are right now engaged in
Skylab would not have been pos-
sible exept for his (Johnson’s)
strong support and leadership in
the Senate and in the presi-
dency,” the crew said.

“Our present preeminence in
space is in no small way a result
of his grasp of the fact that a
progressive program of space ex-
ploration contributes significant-
ly to the future well-being of

our nation and to all its people.
We are proud to be represent-
ing NASA and the Lyndon B,
Johnson Space Center as we
circle the earth.

“We believe the work we do
here now is an extension of that
what he chartered and cham-
pioned,” the crew added.

Governor Briscoe stated that
Johnson’s roll in the develop-
ment of the space program will
become better known and ap-
preciated since the center will
bear his name.

“Lyndon Baines Johnson was
truly the father of American
space development,” the Gover-
nor added, “He was a man
whose hand was bold enough
to reach for the stars and the
world is indebted to him for
what he accomplished.”

NASA Administrator Dr.
James C. Fletchet said that JSC
is a symbol of what was accom-
plished by Johnson’s leadership.

“I hope that we will always
operate this center and the whole
space program in such a way
that Lyndon Johnson would say,
‘T’m mighty proud of what you’re
doing here’,”’ Dr. Fletchet said.

Following the ceremonies the
“Johnson Room” was opened for
the visitors to view. The room
displays LBJ memorabilia.
